150 Levittown Folk 
Attend Hearing On 
Boundary Change

DOYLESTOWN, Mar. IO — About 
150 residents of Lakeside and Pine­ 
wood sections who are opposing 
proposed change of municipal boun­ 
daries in Levittown were in Quarter 
Sessions Court this morning when s 
hearing was opened to hear excep­ 
tions to the change that has been 
flied. The change waa recommend­ 
ed by three commissioners appoint­ 
ed by the court. 
Presiding were President Judge 
Hiram H. Keller and Judge Edward 
Q. Bleater. 
Jatpes Sutton, Esq.. 
representing 
petitioners for the 
change, told the court that he had 
received petitions with signatures 
of 500 Levittown residents who 
favor the change. Names of the 
persons tiling exceptions were read 
to the court. They are members of 
a committee headed by Leonard M. 
Reynolds, Jr., 17 Peartree Lane. 
I. Louis Rubin, Esq., counsel for 
the exceptants, said they are part 
of a committee representing a large 
number of residents opposing the 
change. 
One hundred fifty persons rose 
when Rubin asked them to identify 
themselves by rising. 
Sutton did not present the SOQ 
names formally to the court, but 
said after seeing the exceptants 
rise “that was a visual petition; 
this is a written petition.'* Rubin 
said he was raising the question of 
whether the proposed change is an 
alteration of boundaries or an an­ 
nexation of territories. "This would 
appear to he an annexation." he 
said. 
"If it Is an annexation, proceed­ 
ings should be brought through an 
act of assembly."

Los Angeles—A "polio” expert told parents today that they can­ 
not count on gamma globulin to protect their children from “polio”. 
The protection is fleeting and there Is not enough of It to go around. 
Dr. Miland E. Knapp, medical director of the Sister Kenny In­ 
stitute In Minneapolis, said— 
“At the best, gamma globulin provides protection to eafch child 
for five weeks, although some authorities say only two or three weeks.” 
He explained that It required a pint of whole blood to make a dose 
for one child and that a child would require at least three doses to get 
protection through the “polio” season.
